Tlie Plano and Richardson 
City Councils got together on 
Shiloh Airport for the first 
time in two years but ap ­ 
p are n tly 
th e re

meeting of the minds on 
w h eth er

project should continue. 
As a result of the last 
meeting of the councils and 
o th e r in te reste d g o v e rn ­ 
mental bodies, plans for the 
airport were scaled down 
considerably, 
Richardson 
Mayor Raymond Noah noted 
as the conference got under 
way. Originally the city had 
planned to construct a 6,000- 
foot runway on the 73 acres 
given to the city as an air­ 
port site, but concerns of 
a re a 
g o v e rn m e n ts 
w ere 
considered and the runway 
was 
reduced to 4,000 feet. 
“ When 
we 
first 
began 
planning the airport, 
the 
most desirable facility in­ 
cluded a 6,000 foot runw ay," 
he reminisced. 
“ However, 
during 
several 
air 
space 
hearings we learned of your 
and other groups’ concerns 
about a 6,000-foot runway 
and the size aircraft that 
would use such a runway. As 
a result 
the airport was 
red e sig n ed co n sid erab ly . 
Within the dimensions of the 
land we’ve done all we can to 
curtail the airport and keep 
planes of undesirable size 
out 
while 
inducing 
air 
t r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
a n d 
p r o m o t i n g 
i n d u s t r i a l 
growth ” 
Presentation (liven 
Don Cress of Landrum and 
Brown who developed the 
plan for Richardson gave a 
slide presentation of current 
p lans 
and 
a n s w e re d 
q u estions 
from 
Plano 
councilmen, but at least one 
m e m b er. 
Bob 
Ellis, 
remained unsatisfied with 
the answers. 
“ I haven’t changed my 
m ind." he said after the 
meeting. “ I still have grave 
concerns about 
the noise 
levels. Manv of these charts 


and noise prints developed 
or approved by the FAA are 
not concerned with the ef­ 
fects of the noise, but rather 
with how much the people 
will put up with before they 
take action." 
He pointed out that one of 
the charts shows areas to be 
affected by 85 dbs, but that 
the report fails to mention 
that continued exposure to 
such high noise levels can 
result 
in 
physical 
im ­ 
pairm ent. Ellis said he is 
also c o n c ern ed with th e 
sa fe ty of 
neighborhoods 
lying directly to the north, 
noting that 
most 
air a c ­ 
cidents take place within 
four miles of an airport. 
Form an Elem entary is only 
1.6 miles from the end of the 
runway, he said, and added 
that 
a 
proposed 
m id d le 
school will be located about 
1.8 miles from the airport. 
Load Limits Questioned 
E llis 
also 
q u estio n ed 
whether Richardson would 
not attem pt to increase the 
load-bearing ability or the 
length of the runway once 
the 
expansion project is 
under way or in future years, 
but 
R ich ard so n o ffic ials 
pledged that this is not a 
possibility. 
“ We have no anticipation 
of lengthening the runway in 
any shape or form ," Noah 
stressed 
“ This is the only 
facility we plan. There is 
nothing hidden in the plan 
you've seen. Our plans have 
been curtailed and modified 
and the runway has been 
moved as far as possible 
within the property. 
“ R ich ard so n 
does 
not 
want to create a detrim ent," 
he said. “ We believe this 
airport will be a convenience 
and 
an 
in d u cem en t 
for 
growth-economically 
and 
physically. 
We hope 
that 
possibly a com m uter facility 
could be provided not only to 
I) EW, but to Houston and 
San Antonio where studies 
show that many people in 
our area want to go.

On the otherhand, given 
the choice between a bad 
odor and waking up to a 
house and windows com ­ 
pletely covered with hungry 
little grasshoppers, m aybe 
the smell won’t be so bad 
after all.

proved color and foliage, 
stronger stem s and better 
disease resistance.

g ro w ers

S tates. 
The 
m anufacturer, Dow Chemi­ 
cal U S A,, calls the results 
p relim in ary b ec a u se the 
d ata 
co v ered 
only 
one 
growing season, but rose 
g ro w ers w ere m o re e n ­ 
thusiastic. 
A 
grower 
in 
Portland, 
Ore., who ran a side-by-side 
com p ariso n betw een two 
White Masterpiece tea roses 
planted in December, 1972, 
said the bush that received 
five supplementary feedings 
of the product was 12 inches 
higher than 
its untreated 
com panion and had two 
more basal breaks, dense 
deep green foliage and long, 
strong stems. 
Once a month during the 
growing season, participants 
in the study sprinkled about 
four tablespoons of epsom 
salts over the root perim eter 
of each plant, and watered it 


in thoroughly. The treatm ent 
supplemented normal 
fer­ 
tilization. 
T he m a n u fa c tu re r sa id 
plants grown in magnesium - 
deficient soil respond most 
d ra m a tic a lly to the salt 
treatm ent Magnesium is a 
central substance in plant 
chlorophyll, 
which 
m akes 
foliage green 
A deficiency 
leads to paler leaves and less 
robust plants with sm aller 
blooms. 
Researchers also said the 
treatm ent helps azaleas and 
other flowering annuals.

Coiner, vegetable specialist 
for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service 
Blossom end rot is iden­ 
tified by water-soaked areas 
near the base of the fruit 
which rapidly turn dark and 
eventually rot. 
‘Although the exact cause 
is unknown, blossom-end rot 
is thought to be caused by 
plant roots being unable to 
lake up w ater as fast as it is 
being lost by the leaves.” 
ex p lain s 
C oiner. 
‘‘Con­ 
sequently, w ater is removed 
from the developing fruit, 
causing a breakdown of the 


cells at the base of the fruit. 
Often 
tim es, 
se co n d ary 
diseases occur, resulting in 
further decay.” 


C onditions c au sin g the 
disorder m ay occur several 
w eeks 
b efo re sy m p to m s 
appear, 
notes 
the 
Texas

specialist. Soils which are 
too wet or too dry inhibit 
uptake of water by plant 
roots and this results in the 
rot. 


Blossom-end rot often 
becomes a problem during 
prolonged wet weather as 
well as during extrem e dry 
conditions. Of course, during 
dry 
w e a th e r 
the 
hom e 
gardener can w ater plants at 
regular intervals to keep the 
problem at a minimum. 
A ccording 
to 
the 
specialist, mulching around 
plants helps equalize the soil 


moisture and will 
reduce 
losses from blossom-end rot. 
Applying lime or gypsum 
before planting m ay also be 
of some help. 
If the problem is already 
o cc u rrin g , C otner r e c o m ­ 
m ends a foliage spray of one 
level 
tablespoonful 
of 
calcium chloride per gallon 
of 
w ate r. 
R epeat 
the 
tre a tm e n t ev ery five to 
seven days if conditions are 
favorable for blossom-end 
rot to continue, such as hot, 
dry winds in combination 
with overly wet or dry soils.

DEAR POLLY — I bake a lot and had trouble when I baked in a 
tube pan I put it upside down on top of a soda bottle and it would 
slide to one side Now I take the cake out of the over and clamp 
snap clothespins to the pan and then turn pan and cake over and 
let stand on the pins. This way it is always straight and the cake 
cools more quickly. The pins allow it to stand free so the air cir­ 
culates under and around it. Hope this helps other cake bakers.

DEAR POLLY — To avoid bathtub ring I squirt a little dish­ 
washing liquid into the water running in the tub. This makes lots 
of bubbles for the kids and is not as expensive as bubble bath li­ 
quids.
